Judge Pow ers spoke of T h atch er's

T he w itn ess also told of two teach­ 
ers in M ormon churches and schools 
being deposed from tLoir ecclesiastical 
au th o rity because th e ir political p ref­ 
erences w ere not 
approved by the 
church, and N hoi Hood, w ho w rote a 
le tte r adversely criticisin g th e election ^ 
of Reed Sm oot to the senate, on th e 
ground th a t high church au th o rities 
should not accep t such positions.

T he fact th a t he is to d e­ 
liver th e keynote speech has led som e ' 
to think that he m ight set th e conven­ 
tion afire w ith his oratory and m ake j 
his nom ination possible if th e re should 
be a deadlocK betw een the o th er can-1 
didates. 
T oday th ere w as a rum or 
th a t C harles A rth u r C arlisle, a m em ­ 
b er of th e SW idebaker fam ily a t South j 
Bend, by m arriage, m ight be s p r u n g : 
on the convention a t th e eleventh h o u r 
fo r govern *r, b u t it w as so silly tha* 
p oliticians m erely laughed. 
It would 
be difficult t o find a w ell-inform ed p ar-i 
ty lead er who believes th a t one of th e 
four can d id ates now in th e field w ill 
n o t get the plum . 


T he follow ers of W illiam L. T a y lo r,1 
th e Indianapolis candidate for the R e­ 
publican nom ination for governor, ex­ 
p ressed m uch satisfactio n today over 
th e re su lt of th e prim aries h ere last 
n ig h t to select delegates. 
T his d is­ 
tr ic t h as 124 delegates. 
T hose from 
th e out tow nships w ere nam ed a m onth 
ago and are solid for T aylor. 
In a 
olty like this it is very difficult to get 
a solid delegation on any proposition,! 
b u t T aylor h as been a hard w orker in 
local politics for m any years and th e re 
w as no good reason why th e d eleg a­ 
tion should not be for him. 
T h ere has 
been a lot of ru m o r to th e effect th a t 
m any of th e d eleg ates would only su p ­ 
port him in a half-hearted way, but 
th e chances a re th a t th ey will all 
stand by him so long as th e re is a 
ghost of a show of m m w inning. N e a r­ 
ly all the can d id ates for th e o th er 
offices exp ressed confidence today th a t 
th ey would get a good vote here. 


O. A. B aker, ch airm an of th e M artin 
county R epublican com m ittee, arriv ed 
h ere today ah ead of his delegation to 
th e big convention. 
U e is an ard en t 
H anly m en and brought word th a t his 
section will send a very larg e deleg a­ 
tion of H anly rooters. 
T hey are com ­ 
ing not only to shout for H anly. but 
to w ork for him . B aker estim ates th a t 
H anly can get 75 of the 102 votes of 
th e Second congressional d istric t any 
tim e he m akes a call for them . M artin 
and D aviess counties are in stru cted for 
H anly, and B aker says th a t he will 
have a m ajority in every county ex cept 
M onroe, w here T aylor w ent to school. 
It was learned today that the badge 
of the Hanly m en during th e conven­ 
tion w ill be th e b rig h t red carn atio n s 
w hich becam e so popular th ro u g h o u t 
th e nation a fte r the death of M cK inley.

“The weight of money is very <te 
ceptive," snkl on employee of the treas­ 
ury. “For instance, u young man came 
in here one day with a young woman. 
I was showing them through the de 
partmeut and happened to ask him if 
lie thought the youug girl was worth 
her weight in gold. 
lie assured me 
that lie certainly did think so, and 
after learning that i.er weight was loO 
pounds we figured that she would be 
worth in gold $28,617. The young man 
was fond enough of her to think that 
was rather cheap. 


A n oth er t!.:ug th at R ece iv e s many 
people," he continued, “is the weight 
of paper moi>*y. 
Now, how many one 
dollar hills d o you think it would take 
to weigh as much as oue five dollar 
goldpieeo?” 
On a guess the visitor said fifty, and 
the clerk laughed. 
“I have heard guesses on that,” he 
said, “nil the way from 50 to 500, 
and from men 
who 
have handled 
money for years. The fact of the mat 
ter is that with a five dollar goldpiece 
on one scale you would only have to 
put six und one-half dollar hills on the 
other scale to balance it. 
“The question afterward was put to 
several people and elicited answers all 
the way from 20 to 1,000, the majority 
guessing from 800 to 500. 
“ taking the weight of gold coins and 
bills given at the treasury, it was figur­ 
ed that a five dollar goldpiece weighs 
.296 of an ounce avoirdupois. The em­ 
ployee at the treasury who handled 
the paper money said that 100 bills 
weigh four and one-half ounces. That 
would make one bill weigh .45 of an 
ounce, and between six and seven bills 
would balance the goldpiece. 
On the proposition of how much 
money one can lift, figures wore ob­ 
tained at the treasury. Where certain 
numbers of coins were placed in bags 
and weighed us standards, for exam­ 
ple, the standard amount of gold coin 
is $;>,000, which weighs 18V{* pounds. 
Five hundred silver dollars weigh 35^ 
pounds, while $200 in halves, or 400 
coins, weigh eleven pounds. 
Two hundred pounds of coin money 
of various kinds is made up as fol­ 
lows: Silver dollars, $2,617; half dol­ 
lars, $3,030; quarter dollars, $3,t$57; 
dimes, $3,615.80; nickels, $917; pennies 
$295.61. 
In one dollar bills the same weight 
would amount to $71,111.—Washington 
Star.

and building, while in cotton manufac-1 
turing high prices of raw and manu­ 
factured goods continue a bar to activ­ 
ity. At the Louth cold weather is com­ 
plained of as interfering with farming 
preparations and with plant growth. 
These causes have combined to give 
an air of unwonted quiet to spring bus­ 
iness, and have unquestionably retard­ 
ed collections. 
Back of weather and 
price conditions too, there looms up 
the political outlook, which in most 
presidential years has induced a ten­ 
dency toward conservatism.

fall trade has opened up measurably 
well in aorae eectious. there is a natur­ 
al tendency to await future develop­ 
ments affecting crop and other con­ 
ditions.

He 
organized and set on foot vast enter* 
prises which required large capital, 
and gave employment to thousands of 
workingmen.

He had not gathered his harvest..

“For many long and anxious days 
his countrymen awaited tidings of his 
illness. 
In the alternations of hope 
and fear we watched and reverently 
invoked the All-Merciful One to spare 
our friend to us and to his country.
